Placing a revolver against hi* 


breast, 
William Putnam Green, 38 


years old, of 1936 Spearing1 street, a 
well known railway mail clerk, fired 
a bullet into his body in his home 
at 7 o'clock Sunday morning and was 
dead in a few minutes 


Being in the prime of his life, en- 


joying good health and apparently 
free from mental or other burdens, 
members of his family and intimate 
friends are at loss for a reason for 
the deed. 


Green arose early yesterday ap- 


parently in a normal condition, and 
began to make preparations for hi* 
run to Tampa. While he was shav- 
ing his wife left him in the bedroom 
on the second floor of the house, and 
went down stairs to attend to duties 
of the household. 


A short time afterward Mrs Green, 


heard the report of a revolver shot 
and rushed upstairs to find her hus- 
band in a dying condition. 
Neigh- 


bors responded to her cries and Dr. 
W. E. Miller wae summoned. Green 
was dead when the doctor arrived. 


Lieut. A, J. Roberts and other of- 


fleers went to the home and made 
an Investigation of the case. Justice 
df the1 Peace George A. Stephen* 
also made an Investigation and a 
coroner's inquest was held, which re- 
sulted in a verdict that the deceased 
came to his death by shooting him-

Probably no man in the railway 


mail service was more esteemed than 
Green 
He had been in the ser- 


vice ten years mnd is said to have 
had an enviable record 
Many fine 


raits of character won him hosts of 
friends, not only here, but in other 
Florida cities He made regular trips ' 
to Tampa and was particularly well 
known there 
lie was a member of 


several fraternal orders, was a prom- 
nent Mason, being a member of 
Temple lodge, No. 23, and the Scot- 
tish Rite order. 


Green is survived by a widow and 


three young children, three sister* 
and two brothers and other relative*. 
The surviving sisters and brother* > 
are. Mrs. J. C. Durrauce

city; Mrs. Hattie Mayo and Miss Ella 
Green and Fred B. Green of Gran- 
din; and Rev. B. F. Green, who i* 
pastor of the Baptist church in 'New 
Smyrna.

The 120-foot steamer McNeil, owned 


and operated by the Howard Trans- 
portation company, which has been 
hard and fast aground at Mosquito 
inlet since January 14, has broken 
in two. Owing to the steady settling 
of her stern and the suction of the 
sand her timbers have at last parted, 
leaving her a helpless wreck George 
F. Crouch, the company's local agent, 
announces hen as a total loss. Her 
owners probably carry fire insurance 
but no marble Insurance 


She has already been stripped of 


all movable fittings and cargo, includ- 
ing a small number ot orange crates 
which were taken out of her the day 
after she struck the bank. The only 
articles of value remaining are her 
boiler and engines The company will 
remove them in a few days and leave 
the hull to go to pieces. 


The McNeil was built somewhere in 


Georgia a great many years ago and 
has ploughed through southern wa- 
ters ever since. Her last route lay 
between Jacksonville and Fort Pierce. 


The steamer went on the bar on 


Saturday, January 8, when the tide 
was pretty well flooded. When she 
first struck there was fully a foot of 
water around ber bull. Today sand 
measuring three feet In depth has 
buried her.

That the City Clerk 


shall be local registrar of vital sta 
tistics atd it shall be his duty

supply lo all physicians, midwives, 
undertakers and others requiring 
them for uce, blank certificates 
for 


(he registration of births and deaths 
which fhall be of standard form ap 
proved by the State Board of Health, 
and to receive, and make copies of 
such certificates, and transmit the 
originals 
to the State Board 
of 


Halth on the tenth (10) day ot each 
month, and to issue burial, removal 
or other permits upcn the 
receipt 


of complete, satisfactory and proper 
executed certificates of death, and 
no dead body of a human being 
whofe death occurs, or whose body 
Is found In this city shall be interred, 
otherwise disposed of, removed from 
the city, or held more than seventy- 
two hours after death, without 
a 


burial, removal or other permit is 
sued by the City Clerk in advance

Seed potatoes are the 
cause of 


many troubles. 
Scab, rot blackleg 


and other diseases are commonly oh 
tained from seed. None of these can 
be treated after the potatoes have 
come up. 
Remedies consist in seed 


sterilization1. Dr. C. D. Sherbackoff 
assistant plant pathologist 
to the 


University of Florida- experiment sta- 
tion, recommends the use of comw 
tve sublimate, mercuric bichloride 
solution for the treatment. 


This will not cure all potato dls- 


eaeea, but it will prevent the Intro- 
duction into the toll of the bacteria 
of blackleg, the organism Of scab, 
and will prevent scab If the soli Is 
not already Infected with it. It kills 
also the fungus Rhlzoctonla, which, 
besides making the tuber* unsightly 
by forming 
black 
speck* on the 


•kin*, often reduce* the stand by 
killing the sprout*.

will be neutralized to a degree 
If 


the land In which the potatoes are 
planted Is diseased. 
But It will pre- 


vent the Introduction of these dis- 
eases Into clean soil.

John S. GUlespie, of Pittsburg, ex- 


road commissioner of Allegheny coun- 
ty, Pa., now spending the whiter 
months at the Hotel Williams in this 
city, made some interesting and In 
structlve remarks to a News repre- 
sentative concerning Florida high 
ways, their good and bad points, and 
their economical value to the state 
and towns therein. 


In the course of his conversation 


the ex-commissioner said1 "The re- 
sults from good roads in the North 
la. remarkable. 
Think how many 


'dead' districts have been brought to 
life 
Think how much easier it now 


is for the small truck farmer to mar 
ket his products! 


"Then consider the position of Flor- 


ida. The greatest attraction of the 
state Is its climate and scenery. In 
other words, there Is nothing much 
here but fun 
Well, tourists like fun 


and they'll come many miles to get 
it—provided the roads are good. Ev- 
ery town of any size should be con- 
nected with the county seat by a 
smooth, long-wearing highway 
The 


realisation of such a project would in- 
sure prosperity for the farmer, the or- 
ange grower and the out-of-town resi- 
dent, as well as on overpowering mag- 
net for the automobile tourists. 


"Now, just a word concerning the 


brick road from Jacksonville south 
Yes, It's a fine, smooth highway Yes, 
It does not bounce one around to ride 
over it 
But how long is it going to 


last? There Is only one method in 
which to lay brick so that they will 
stand wear and tear 
The brick 


should receive a 'grout' of one part 
cement and one part sand A founda- 
tion of sand, Itself, con only mean 
constant repair and constant dissat- 
isfaction to traffic. 


'Here Is a motto that has been a 


guiding star to me during the exten- 
sive time I have spent In building 
and repairing highways: 'Build them 
right 
Never mind the cost! 
The 


public will forget the cost, but they 
will never forget the road'" 


The ex commissioner then went on 


to say: "This is my first trip to 
Florida and my first visit to Daytona. 
I do not care to look further for a 
resort in which to spend the winter 
There could hardly be anything more 
deal than this city While there are 
some very excellent highways, the 
county and towns in it need more 
and better ones." 


Mr Gillespie states frankly that 


he began road building with a pick 
and shovel, which fact suggests that 
the ex-commissioner knows more or 
ess what he Is talking about During 
his term of office in Allegheny coun- 
ty he spent as high as a million and 
a quarter dollars 
in a single year. 


The largest Item in that sum was al- 
ways for the maintenance 
of the 


roads which somebody else had con- 
structed on a cheap scale It Is ex 
actly this error against which the ex- 
commlssloner wishes to warn Florida 
'Build them right. Never mind the 
cost. The public will forget the cost, 
but they will never forget the road.' 


Ex-Commissioner Oillespie said, in 


closing the Interview: "If, at any 
Ime, I can be of any service to the 
city or county, I should be delighted."
